REPLY. 

1. Both peanut butter and ocleomargarine 
have high food value. Good butter is best 
for growing children. For adults they are 
about on a par, provided they are all of good 
quality. 

2. Fluid milk is better than canned milk 
both for grown people and for children. 
This assumes that the fluid milk is clean, 
fresh, cold, and not infected As between a 
good grade of canned milk and a poor grade 
of fluid milk, take the former.

Oct. &-—jEditor of The Trib- 
une.]—The party who is responsible for 
having caused the publication of the 
picture showing som German war pris- 
‘oners in Siberia has certainly shown 
| very bad taste, to say the least, and I 

wish to thank you for your satirical 
head line, it's Great to Be a Pris- 
oner in Siberia! Compare, please, the 
following short extracts from a volu- 
minous report of a Red Cross society on 
the true conditions in Siberian war 
prisoner camps, as found or a tour of 
inspection: 

** Kansk—Conditions in this camp were 
the worst conceivable in so far as hous- 
ing, clothing, nutrition, and treatment 
were concerned. Straw sacks and boots 
were given to German prisoners for our 
visit. some of the boots being loaned 
by the Russian soldiers. Both dots 
and sacks were taken away when our 
visit was over. I Spital conditions: 
For our ‘nspection a school building 
was fitted up and supplied with beds, 
but until our arrival th: 250 patients 
had been kept on the floor of four brew- 
(ery rooms. ‘The nourishment was less 
| than the minimum needed to sustain 

life, and we were assured that hundreds 
had starved. 

Balagansk—Have only civil prisoners. 
We found 108 men, 46 women, and 42 


/cLildren. Some were held for months 


in the jails of Irkutsk and driven on the 
roads from Firet with whippings by 
their escorts. One elderly man was 
beaten to death, and in the winter there 
| were many cases of frozen limbs. Among 
these prisoners were several persons 
from 70 to 80 years old. 

Irkutsk—AH punishment consisted in 
beating with a whip. 

Rasdoinoe—Three or four times the 
civil engineer had cossacks from the 
neighborhood summoned and all prison- 
ers had to run the gantlet. The under 
officers were then laid on the floor and 
whipped. The colonel explained thet it 
had happened without his knowledge, 
but even he summoned cossacks by 
night and gent them into the barracks
